Mexico issues 
warning ahead 
of Tropicai 
Storm Octave 

MEXICO CITY (AFP) - The 
Mexican government issued a 
tropical stomi warning yester¬ 
day as Octave look aim at an 
already disaster-weaiy Mex¬ 
ico, while a second storm, 
Priscilla, strengthened far out 
to sea. 

Tropical Stonn Octave, 
with winds of up to dQ miles 
(9(5 kilometers) per hour, was

It was forecast to weaken as

fuel, and the attainment of a 
fully sustainable Anba by tlie 
year 2030. 

Tills ambitious vision has 
directed legislation and in¬ 
vestment while the diplo¬ 
macy and statesmanship of 
Pi'ime Minister Email has 
garnered the island some im¬ 
pressive partners in tins vi¬ 
sion. Not tlie least of these are 
the CO-founders of the 
Caribbean Renewable Energy 
Forum, (CP^.EF) winch was 
conducted here over October 
9-11, in conjunction widi the 
4th annual Green Aruba En- 
eigy Conference. 

Co-founder and Chairman 
of CREF, Jeiiy Butler, im¬ 
pressed the audience greatly 
durmg the opening of the 
Green Aruba Conference on 
Wednesday morning. He is a 
dynamic, charismatic speaker 
and he praised the island for 
the bold steps it is taking in 
achieving its goal of 100% sus¬ 
tainability. He IS a native Ba- 
hamiaix and has been bro¬ 
kering sustainabihty projects 
througliout tlie region for some 
years, with an eye towards 
profitability, wlnle preserving 
the environment. He founded 
CREF with Matthew Perks, 
and this was the fifth CREF 
event, attracting teclmology 
providers, investors and go- 
veniment officials fiom around 
the globe. 

THE MORMING NEWS 
had the opportunity to sit witli 
Mr. Butler, who canjustihably 
he considered an expert on the 
subject of the Caribbean and 


sustainability. He sits on the 
hoai'd of the Latm An eric an 
Council on Renewable Energ^r 
His work takes him to all cor¬ 
ners of the region, ezamimng 
facilities and sustainability 
projects, talking to engineers, 
inimsters, teclmology innova¬ 
tors and mvestors, as well as 
acting as a "mystery pollster" 
with the citi 2 eniy, to survey 
their actions and understanding 
of the sustainability issue. 

Mr. Butler was higlily foilli- 
coming and candid, readily ex¬ 
amining both sides of the 
issue, where the Aruban ad- 
mim strati on deserves praise, 
and some of tire shortcomings 
winch need to be remedied for 
the island to attain the goal. 
Tlie question was "Is Aruba re¬ 
ally that far aliead, outdistan¬ 
cing other islands in the 
region'? Ae other islands on 
par or fuither advanced than 
Anba in incorporating sustai¬ 
nability policies?* 

"The answer IS," replied Mr. 
Butler, "Arubahas taken steps, 
botliin terms D fie gi si ah on and 
moving aliead fiom a practical 
perspective, in a demonstrative 
way, which the otlier islands 
wi^ to emulate, and have teen 
talking about doing for some 
time. If you go back to my im- 


tial policy speeches about 
where the Caiibbean 
should be headed, the first 
thing we talk about is the 
need for a coherent leg¬ 
islative strategy, and 
Aiibahas it.“ 

"So,, tlie short answer is 
yes, Aruba IS aliead of the 
curve. The more in-depth 
response is, like all 
Caribbean countries, we 
attend to tilings in delicate 
step s, b ecaus e we hav e re- 
source restrictions. The 
first restriction everyone 
thinks we have is finan¬ 
cial, but usually it is intellec¬ 
tual capacity, and the will to 
move forward." 

"We have always main¬ 
tained that in ordei' for an effec- 
hve renewable policy to move 
forward, you need a statement 
and a will firom the top, winch 
is assoaated wiffi some kind of 
climate change commitment. 
Auba has done that. Ttie per¬ 
son at the very top of your leg¬ 
islative initiative. Fume 
Minister Eman, going to a cli¬ 
mate change conference like 
Rio, convinced us “We are 
goiiig to get it done " His state¬ 
ment and his ambitions are bold 
and progressive, and 1 would 
say very, very ambitious, given 
the landscape for financing and 
teclinical resources" 

"The second tlung we talk 
about IS at tire practical and im¬ 
plementation level. How often 
is the actual commumty the 
man on tlie sheet, involved in 
seeing the achial benefits in 
moving to renewable energy? 
You have initiatives such as, 
with transportation, you now 
have a green bus. Yesterday 1 
took a ride on such transport 
for tlie first time on any 
Caribbean island."

Global Handwaslitiig Day 
as designated by the U.N. is an 
opportuiuty to dnve home this 
point and campaigns are aimed 
at school clnldren. Hie Aruba 
Health Depailment (DESPA) 
also marks tins day and has 
some important information 
about the benefits of fi'e- 
quently washing hands with 
soap. 


The hands are tlie prmcipal 
vein cl e to transmit microbes 
that causes diseases. Washing 
tlie hands after using the toilet, 
sneezing or coughing, chang¬ 
ing diapers, before cooking a 
meal, and before and after 
treating a wound can reduce 
diarrhea cases by 50% and res¬ 
piratory infectious by 25% 
Washing hands with soap can 
also help prevent skin and eye 
infections, getting infested 
with wonns and infected with 
flu. 

A sick p erson has a low im¬ 
munology system and so de¬ 
fenses are low. When die 
caretaker washes their hands 
with soap they help prevent 
patient from getting infected 
with other infections or ail¬ 
ments. 

Be arm mind, however, that 
waslnng the hands witliout 
soap IS less effective. Using 
only water IS not enougji to get 
rid 0 fmi'Crobes. Soap wipes out 
most of the microbes, hands 
stay cleaner for a longer penod 
and they smell mce, too!

They are found mostly 
working m the service mdus- 
tnes as well as hospital eai'e. 
The visiting diplomats met 
witli the general managers of 
both the Hyatt and Marriott re¬ 
sorts, which employ the majo¬ 
rity of the imp oited labor 
The Piuhppines maintain 
and embassy in Venezuela, 
which serviced the needs of 
immigrant workers on Aiiiba, 
but this closed on June 30, 
3012. Tlie diplomats explained 
there are nearly 20,000 Fi¬ 
lipinos working an islauOs 
throughout the Caribbean, but 
Aruba IS home to around 20%

3. ^iVhile waslnng, do not for¬ 
get to scrub all ai'eas backs 
of the hands, not only tlie 
palms, between tlie fingers 
and especially under tlie 
nails for at least 20 seconds 

4. Pause tlie hand to get nd of 
all the soap. 

5. Dry the hands and fingers 
good with a clean towel or 
by shaking in the air. 

Any soap for waslnng 
hands, dotties or dishes is ac¬ 
ceptable The lack of soap m 
public toilets at school or 
working place can cause tlie 
spreading of mi a'obes. It is im¬ 
portant to learn to wash tlie 
hands with soap at a veiy early 
age Children who leain to 
wash tlieir hands with soap 
after going to the toilet, play¬ 
ing, touching or cuddling am- 
inals, after sneezing, couglung 
or blowing their nose, shaking 
hands, before eating, etc stay 
with that habit tlnrough adult¬ 



hood. 

It is the responsibility of 
pai'euts or guardians to teach 
children tliis good habit. Wash¬ 
ing hands with soap helps pro¬ 
tect the health of your loved 
ones for 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week

"I purchased an electnc car 
when Tlie Bahamas exercised 
an S5% duty on all cars with 
no distinction. When I pointed 
out to them that tins is a veln- 
de with zero gas emissions 
and tlie situatioa 1 asked le¬ 
gislators, “’What ai'e you gomg 
to do?" It took tliem about two 
yeais to change the customs 
duties to allow a special ex¬ 
emption for electnc cars, so it 
never took off. Here you have 
a country that had already 
moved foiward, where ttiey ai'e 
not talking about an electnc 
car, hut a transpoitation net¬ 
work of electric buses. That is 
imiDvative."

BR.USSELS (AFP) - Belgium 
has aiTested a notonous So¬ 
mali pirate elnef after luring 
linn to Brussels on promises of 
shooting a doaunentary movie 
about his life on the higlr seas, 
prosecutors said Monday. 

Federal prosecutor Johan 
Delmulle said Mohamed Abdi 
Hassan, better laiown as 
"Afweyne" or "Big Mouth*^ 
was being held m the Belgian 
city of Bruges after being de¬ 
tained at Brussels airport Sat¬ 
urday when be stepped off a 
flight from Nairobi. 

Afweyne and bis powerful 
accomplice, Mobamed Aden 
"Tuceey", tbe fonner governor 
of Somalia's self-proclaimed 
Himan and Heeb statelet, were 
facing charges of kidnapping, 
piracy and organised crime, 
the prosecutor said in a state¬ 
ment he read to the press in 
French and Dutch,

on October 17, which could 
lead the Umted States to start 
defaulting on its obligations 
for die first time in history. 

For weeks, the two sides 
have been deadlocked over 
how to fund government and 
how to raise the US debt ceil¬ 
ing while reining m sp ending 

But there were m-creasuig 
signs that a deal could be immi¬ 
nent, including Rresident Baiack 
□bama calling a 190Q GMT 
meetmg at the ’^Vliile House yes- 
terdsy with con^'esstonai lead- 
eis including Reid^ McConnell, 
House Speaker John Boehnei' 
and House Democratic mmonty 
leader Nancy Pelosi. 

In recent days, McConnell 
said, he and Reid have had 
"some very constructive ex¬ 
change s 0 f VI ews ab o ut ho w to 
move forward.* 


"Those discussions con- 
tmue and 1 share Ins optmusm 
that we are going to get a result 
that will be acceptable to both 
sides," McConn^ added. 

Any deal tliat passes tlie 
Democratic-led Senate would 
also need to be approved by tire 
Repub lie an-controlled House 
of Representatives before it 
reaches President Barack 
Obama's desk.

Jeroen Dijsselbloem, who 
heads the Euro group of the 17 
eurozone naltons, said finance 
ministers had reviewed posi¬ 
tively the situation in Spain, 
whose overextended banks 
had to be bailed out and in 
rescued Ireland. 

"In botli, the economic and 
budgetaiy outlook has im¬ 
proved," Dijsselbloem said, 
with Dublin and Madrid set to 
complete tlieir programs by 
year-end 

Whether they would need 
"accompanying measures" to 
get diem througli tlie transifion 
would be discussed in Novem¬ 
ber, he added 

Dijsselbloem said that in 
Portugal, whose bailout pro¬ 
gram ends next year, "reforms 
ai'e beginning to b ear fruit but 
a number of longstanding 
challenges remain. 

"The pace of reform and 
fiscal consolidation must be 
maintained," he said 

There has been much spe¬ 
culation til at twice bailed-out 
Greece could need more help 
and Dij sselbloem was cautious 
in reply to questions at the 
close of the Euro group meet¬ 


ing 

Greece should have a pri¬ 
mary fiscal suiplus by tlie end 
of tins year — tiiat is, a budget 
surplus excluding interest pay¬ 
ments - and the country was 
making progress, he said. 

However, there was "no 
doubt tlie refonm process has a 
long way to go," he added, 
saying more would be known 
once the troika of Greece's 
creditors - the EU, European 
Cential Bank and Inteniational 
Monetary Fund - report back 
on tlieir latest review mission. 

With that likely in Decem¬ 
ber, Dijsselbloem insisted it 
was too eaiiy to talk about 
specifics but stressed there 
could be no prospect of an¬ 
other cut in debt for Athens. 

Dijsselbloem said euro¬ 
zone ministers also discussed 
the Sinj^e Supervisoiy 
Mechanism, a key step to¬ 
wards the bloc's planned 
banking union. 

"The SSM IS expected to 
come into force m coming 
weeks," Dijsselbloem said, ap¬ 
parently after Britain's con¬ 
cerns over how it would work 
were satisfied. 

Non-euro Britain is home 
to the European Banking Au¬ 
thority, which IS supposed to 
draft the rules for all banks m 
the bloc, wlnle the SSM is to 
be iim by tlie ECB. 
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Brazil: Soaring airfares for 
fans traveiing to Worid Cup 



RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
Football fans hoping to attend 
the 2014 World Cup will have 
to get busy saving now, aimd 
reports of sharp fare hikes next 
year m Brasil. 

Last June's Confederations 
Cup dress reheai'sal saw 
marked increases in airfares 
and hotel pnces, hut increases 
ai'e expected to be even worse 
next year, when supporters of 
J? teams descend upon Brazil, 
pushing demand ihrougli the 
roof 

" A Sao Paulo-Rio fligjit al¬ 
ready costs almost tlie same as 
going to New York,'* wrote an 
incredulous Folha de Sao 
Paulo daily newspaper on 
Monday. 

The paper mdicated that 
June 12 return flights from Rio 
to S ao Paulo, which will stage 
the opening match that day, 
wiU cost 2,392 reals 
($ 1,1394/307 euros). 

"Tliat'smore expensive than 
gomg to Curacao in the 
Caiihbeaii (1,900 reais) or 


Buenos Aires (9QD reais) and a 
little less than the price o f a re¬ 
turn to New York or Paris," 
said Folha. 

It IS also some ID times the 
nonnal fare of around 250 
reais. 

Folha added it had uncov¬ 
ered some flights costing 
2,923 reals -- a 1,311 percent 
hike on a normal return. 

Airlines responded by say¬ 
ing many flights had already 
been booked for the period, 
costing less, adding that last- 
minute bookings would natu¬ 
rally be higlier owing to 
demand and availability. 

TAM airlines indicated the 
far 111 glier than usual demand - 
- given that some dOO,ODQ 
tourists will be ciiss-crossing 
Brazil for a month — means 
added logistical costs for car¬ 
riers 

The airline cited additional 
"operational complexity" and 
the need to draw up "specific 
plamung" to deal with the in¬ 
creased passenger demand. 

C omp etit or G ol sai d m any o f 
its tickets for the penod had al¬ 
ready been sold and tliat high 
demand for the few remaining 
tickets would likely lead to 
hi glier prices. 

In Brazil, a 2001 law allows 
carriers to set pnces without 
government regulation 

Even so, Folha quoted the 
countiy's civil aviation author¬ 
ity as urging tlie companies to 
pursue a policy of "regular 
prices" even during the World 
Cup. 

Brazil IS said to he mulling 
plans to reassign planes from 
less-used air routes during the 
tournament.

NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
Oscar Hijuelos, the Cuban- 
Ainencan author best known 
for liis Pulitzer-prize winning 
novel "Tlie Mambo Kings 
Play Songs of Love," has died 
in New York, Ins agent said. 
He was 62 

Hijuelos collapsed on a ten- 
ms couit in Manhattan on Sat¬ 
urday and never regained 
consciousness, his widow Lori 
Mane Caiison told the New 
York Times 

Hijuelos' literary agent Jen- 
mfer Lyons confirmed the re¬ 
port to AFP 

Hijuelos was bom in New 
York on August 24, 1951, of 
Cuban immigrant parents. He 
was the first Hispanic to win 
the Pulitzer Pnze for fiction in 
1 990 for "Uie Mambo Kings 
Play Songs of Love, " his sec¬ 
ond novel. 

Tlie book, translated into 35 
languages, was made into a 
1 993 Hollywood movie — 
"The Mambo Kings" -- star- 
nng Antonio Banderas and Ar- 
mand Assaiite 

It IS about the adventures of 
Cuban brothers Cesai' and 
Nestor Castillo, who move to 
the United States in the 195Qs 
at the height of the Mambo 
craze. 

Hijuelos' other books often 
focused on the lives of Cuban- 
Ainericans.
